A  Few  Thoughts  About 
Different  Subjects 


by  Q.  David  Bowers 


The  other  day  I  received  an  anonymous  postcard,  signed  "An  Old  Friend", 
saying:  "Congratulations  on  the  move  to  your  new  and  improved  head¬ 
quarters.  And  its  good  to  know  how  much  you  care  about  the  little  collector 
like  me  .  .  ."  The  note  went  on  to  say  that  the  writer  especially  appreciated 
our  grading.  And,  for  good  measure,  that  he  also  liked  our  new  company 
emblem  which  he  spelled  as  "grifen." 

Like  the  word  "carousel"  (which  I  have  seen  spelled  as  "carousal,"  "car¬ 
rousel,"  etc.)  "Griffin"  can  be  spelled  several  ways,  so  it  seems.  I  have  seen 
"grifon,"  "gryphon,"  and  other  variations.  Anyway,  the  griffin  is  our  emblem, 
and  as  long  as  you  write  us,  I  guess  it  doesn't  make  much  difference  how  you 
spell  it! 

Since  the  late  1960s  our  firm  was  located  on  Hollywood  Boulevard  in  the 
Hollywood  District  of  Los  Angeles.  We  started  out  in  one  part  of  an  office 
building  there,  then  leased  more  space,  then  moved  to  another  floor,  then 
leased  additional  space  in  the  building  next  door  for  storage,  and  never  did 
seem  to  find  a  spot  which  was  ideal  for  all  we  were  doing.  Now  at  our  new 
headquarters,  just  a  few  blocks  from  the  Los  Angeles  County  Art  Museum 
and  right  on  Wilshire  Boulevard,  we  have  complete  facilities  under  one 
roof  —  including  an  auction  gallery  on  our  own  premises.  Our  September 
"grand  opening"  was  attended  by  over  a  hundred  people,  including  Cliff 
Mishler,  who  flew  out  from  lola,  Wisconsin  to  represent  Numismatic  News. 
"A  good  time  was  had  by  all,"  as  they  say.  The  next  day  and  the  following  we 
sold  the  Springfield  Collection  at  auction,  a  marvelous  group  of  United 
States  coins  consigned  by  the  Springfield  Library  and  Museum  of  Springfield, 
Massachusetts.  More  Springfield  coins  go  across  the  auction  block  in  our 
December  sale  — which  may  have  taken  place  by  the  time  you  read  these 
words. 

Speaking  of  auctions,  some  really  exciting  collections  are  coming  our  (and 
your)  way  in  1982.  The  Dr.  George  Hetrich  Collection,  formed  beginning  in 
the  19th  century,  and  including  United  States  Proof  sets  from  1859  onward 
(including  many  ordered  directly  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint),  will  be  sold  as 
will  the  Henry  Clifford  Collection  of  territorial  and  private  gold  pattern 
coins  — probably  the  most  outstanding  such  grouping  ever  offered.  Henry 
Clifford,  a  numismatist  of  the  first  order,  went  beyond  coins  themselves  to 
study  their  history  and  background.  Much  of  the  lore  which  surrounds  these 
pieces  will  be  reflected  in  our  auction  presentation.  Watch  for  it! 

Thinking  of  selling?  Chances  are  good  if  you  have  held  your  coins  for  five 
years  or  more  you  can  make  a  nice  profit  if  they  are  sold  today.  If  you  feel 
that  "harvest  time"  is  near,  give  John  Hendrickson,  Manager  of  our  Auction 
Department,  a  collect  call  at  (213)  857-5700  and  he  will  tell  you  how  you  can 


include  your  coins  in  one  of  our  upcoming  sales.  Our  commission  is 
reasonable,  your  coins  will  be  presented  attractively,  and  we  hope  you  will 
be  pleased  with  the  results.  It  is  perhaps  significant  to  mention  that  when 
Coin  World  did  a  survey  of  record  auction  prices,  published  this  past  Oc¬ 
tober,  Bowers  &  Ruddy  Galleries  held  nine  of  the  top  ten  world  record  prices 
and  37  of  the  top  50!  No  other  firm  came  even  close  to  this  record.  The  latest 
feather  in  our  cap  was  the  $475,000  realized  by  a  1907  pattern  $20  at  our 
ANA  sale  this  last  August  — the  highest  price  ever  recorded  for  a  coin  struck 
by  a  United  States  mint  (the  Brasher  doubloon,  two  specimens  which  were 
sold  by  us  for  higher  amounts,  is  a  private  issue). 

While  such  numbers  make  interesting  reading  and  are  the  stuff  of  which 
headlines  are  all  about,  the  fact  remains  that  at  Bowers  &  Ruddy  Galleries 
"the  little  collector"  (as  our  anonymous  postcard  sender  put  it)  remains  the 
backbone  of  our  business.  Year  in  and  year  out  the  bulk  of  our  sales  go  to 
private  collectors  who  may  purchase  a  $50  item  this  month,  a  thousand 
dollar  rarity  next  month,  nothing  at  all  the  following  month,  then  perhaps  a 
numismatic  book  the  month  after  that.  None  of  these  activities  make 
headlines,  but  such  a  customer,  in  combination  with  many  others  all  over  the 
world,  make  our  business  what  it  is  today. 

Our  latest  Rare  Coin  Review  is  in  your  hands.  Look  it  over  carefully.  There 
are  many  excellent  values.  The  market  today  is  soft,  and  prices  are  less  in 
many  instances  than  they  were  during  the  "hot"  market  in  1978-1979. 
Numismatic  history  dramatically  reveals  that  the  best  buys  are  made  by 
those  who  purchase  when  the  market  is  not  hyperactive.  Now  may  well  prove 
to  be  such  a  favorable  period  Only  time  will  tell,  but  it  has  happened  before. 

Check  this  issue  carefully  —  and  then  write  or  call  (you  can  call  collect  for 
any  order  of  $200  or  more)  to  reserve  pieces  you  can  use.  Your  satisfaction  is 
guaranteed  as  per  our  terms  of  sale.

1785  Vermont  copper.  RR-2,  VERMONTS.  Strictly  Fine,  many  details 
surely  VF,  others  weaker,  especially  from  date  to  plow  due  to  die 
swelling,  and  around  parts  of  reverse  border.  Strong  impression  in 
center  of  reverse  Pleasing  light  brown  color  and  nice  surfaces  for 
these . 395.00 


1786  Vermont  copper.  RR-7,  Bressett  5.E.  9  trees,  U  in  PUBLICA  cut  too 
far  left,  then  corrected;  double  period  after  STELLA.  Very  Fine  plus, 
medium  grayish  brown,  choice  surfaces  with  two  miniscule  obverse 
rim  defects,  otherwise  perfect,  struck  10  percent  off-center,  but  all 
inscriptions  visible.  Few  details  weakened  by  die  failure  in  center  of 
obverse,  otherwise  a  beautiful  bold  impression.  Not  quite  condition 
census  but  a  beautiful  piece  for  a  fine  set  of  State  coppers.  1895.00 

Note:  The  reverse  design,  with  pointed  rays  is  rather  obviously 
copied  from  the  pointed  rays  Nova  Consiellatio  coppers;  all  1785 
Vermonts  have  blunt  rays.  The  reverse  legend,  also  based  on  the 
Nova  Constellatios,  reads  STELLA  QUARTA  DECIMA  (the  14th  star), 
even  though  Vermont  was  never  admitted  to  the  Confederation  (due 
to  the  opposition  of  its  powerful  neighbor,  New  York,  with  which  it 
had  conflicting  land  claims )  and  only  became  a  state  in  1791.  Thus 
the  design  on  these  early  coppers  could  be  taken  as  propaganda.  One 
of  the  earliest  contemporary  accounts  of  the  Vermont  coppers  ap¬ 
peared  in  the  April  14,  1787  issue  of  "The  Massachusetts  Centinel " 
and  reads  as  follows:  "A  new  copper  coinage  has  lately  appeared.  On 
one  side  around  the  edge  is  this  Latin  inscription:  VERMONTENSIUM 
RESPUBLICA,  1786  (The  State  of  Vermont,  1786)  encircling  a 
representation  of  the  Great  Mountain,  which  divides  that  state  from 
north  to  south,  nearly  in  the  middle,  heretofore  called  the  Green 
Mountain,  from  which  it  takes  its  name  Vermont;  being  compounded 
of  two  French  words.  .  .The  lofty  timber  for  which  that  country  is 
remarkable,  is  represented  growing  among  the  mountains,  and  from 
behind  one  of  them  the  sun  in  his  effluent  glory  appears 
rising.  .  Beneath,  in  the  open  plain  is  represented  the  PLOUGH,  as 
emblematical  of  the  state.  On  the  opposite  side  of  the  copper  is  a 
resplendent  and  full-illumined  star,  with  the  eye  of  beneficence  in 
the  centre,  surrounded  with  thirteen  other  stars,  on  the  outside 
whereof  around  the  edge  is  this  description:  QUARTA  DECIMA 
STELLA  [the  fourteenth  star].  The  coinage  is  well-executed;  and  the 
device  is  sentimental,  ingenious  and  beautiful."  Besides  the  inac¬ 
curacy  of  translating  RESPUBLICA  as  "State"  instead  of  "Republic", 
we  note  that  this  report,  written  in  March,  1 787  refers  to  the  1 786  Ver¬ 
monts  as  if  they  were  unfamiliar  and  new;  no  mention  is  made  of  the 
similar  coppers  from  that  state  dated  1785.  Thus  we  can  be  sure  that 
these  coppers  were  little  known  outside  of  their  territory  of  origin  un¬ 
til  mid-1787 ;  this  was  probably  the  reason  for  the  abandonment  of  the 
sun-over-mountains  design  in  favor  of  the  more  conventional  one 
based  on  the  ubiquitous  British  halfpenny.

Dots  in  angles  of  first  cross  on  obverse,  dashes  in  angles  of 
third,  B  in  LIB  missing  lower  serif  Strong  Very  Fine,  weak  at  right 
rims.  Richly  mottled  brown,  no  defects.  Sharper  than  the  1975  EAC 
sale  piece,  Lot  122,  called  “EF"  and  “second  in  our  experience  only 


to  the  unlocated  Crosby  plate  coin" . 435.00 

1788  Massachusetts  Cent.  Ryder  1-D.  Very  Fine  plus,  dark  steel,  smooth  sur¬ 
faces.  Rarer  in  the  better  grades  than  the  similar  half  cents . 565.00 


1723  Wood's  Hibernia  halfpenny.  Regular  head,  second  C  double 
punched;  small  3  in  date,  period  after  date,  no  period  before  H,  11 
harpstrings.  Prooflike  AU,  lightest  friction  on  George's  cheek  and 
breast  and  knee  of  seated  figure,  choice  olive  toned  reflective  sur¬ 
faces,  beautiful  bold  strike,  although  not  Proof  quality  in  the  den¬ 
ticles.  Not  impossibly  some  kind  of  presentation  piece,  but  the  dies 
do  not  match  the  two  proofs  listed  in  Breen.  Very  distinctive  and  un¬ 
doubtedly  rare.  695.00

1794  S-22.  Choice  VF-30,  obverse  bold  and  nearly  VF  in  sharpness, 
reverse  weaker  as  always  on  this  variety  with  the  “mounding"  above 
ONE  plain.  Excellent  light  brown  surfaces,  one  reverse  rim  dent 
above  AM,  otherwise  perfect.  From  Merkin's  10/73  sale.  Lot  236  as 
“almost  EF-40  sharpness" .  1095.00 

1794  S-59.  Choice  EF-45,  darker  brown  than  last,  generally  choice  sur¬ 
faces,  although  there  are  many  old  faint  marks  near  rims  (probably 
most  of  these  were  on  the  original  planchet),  LIBERTY  weakly  struck 
but  bold  elsewhere.  From  Stack's  Oct.,  1956  sale;  probably  tied  with 
the  ANS  piece  as  the  6th  finest  2395  00

Five-Cent  Nickels 


The  Extremely  Rare  1865  Transitional 


1865  Pattern  nickel.  Judd-416.  Shield  type  as  adopted  in  1866  with  rays, 

but  dated  1865,  a  true  transitional  Identical  reverse  die  used  on  the 
1866  Proof  of  the  regular  issue  (see  below),  with  the  bold  center  dot. 
The  date  logotype  is  from  the  punch  used  on  the  nickel  three-cent 
pieces  adopted  this  year  Listed  in  Judd  as  "nickel”  but  it  is  obvious¬ 
ly  copper-nickel,  like  the  regular  issues  Brilliant  Proof-65,  few  scat¬ 
tered  flyspecks,  mostly  on  the  obverse  Listed  as  R-7  in  Judd  (i.e  a 
dozen  or  less  known);  Breen  says  "possibly  eight  known";  Q  David 
Bowers,  in  his  1959  study  in  Empire  Topics  mentions  the  possibility 
of  as  many  as  ten  known  Obviously  rarer  than  the  1867  with  rays  in 
proof,  which  is  regarded  as  a  $20,000  coin  today  No  1865  transi¬ 
tional  in  our  large  1981  ANA  sale,  and  the  piece  has  been  missing 
from  most  advanced  pattern  collections  in  the  past  three  decades 
This  one  should  sell  fast  at  4995  00 

Note:  Of  interest  to  several  different  kinds  of  collectors:  (1)  Pat¬ 
tern  collectors,  as  it  is  one  of  the  rarest  of  patterns  listed  in  ludd;  (2) 
Nickel  date  set  collectors  can  spice  up  their  sets  by  adding  this,  just 
as  small  cent  collectors  have  added  the  1858  Indian  cent  for  years;  (3) 
Type  collectors  could  add  a  real  showpiece  to  their  sets  by  using  this 
to  illustrate  the  shield  with  rays  design;  (4)  Finally,  a  small  but 
dedicated  group  of  collectors  specialize  in  "transitional"  coins  — 
pieces  of  an  adopted  design  that  were  issued  before  the  regular  pro¬ 
duction  coins.  To  these  collectors  we  recommend  Mr  Bowers'  1959 
article  on  the  subject;  we  can  provide  a  copy  to  the  serious  collector. 

1866  Rays.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65,  odd  planchet  defect  on  obverse 

rim  at  8  30  extending  into  field  below  leaf  tip  High  wire  rims  and 
nearly  a  full  strike  From  the  proof-only  dies  with  the  bold  center  dot 
on  obverse  and  reverse,  as  listed  in  Breen  Very  rare,  not  over  175  of 
these  made,  of  which  possibly  two-thirds  survive  today,  most  of 
them  not  equal  to  the  present  piece  in  terms  of  quality  One  of  the 
most  difficult  of  all  U  S  type  coins  to  obtain  in  Proof,  as  there  are 
only  two  dates  to  choose  from,  and  the  1867  with  rays  is  an  extreme 
rarity  Cem  Uncirculateds  of  this  type  have  sold  at  $3500  or  higher 
even  recently,  this  Proof  is  dozens  of  times  rarer!  4995  00

1849/6  MS-63,  Uncirculated,  mostly  brilliant  with  some  light  mottled 
gold  tones.  9  in  date  first  punched  into  die  upside  down,  then  cor¬ 
rected.  The  counterpart  to  such  blunders  as  the  1809/6  half  cent  or 
the  1806/9  half  dollar.

Extremely  Rare  Mint  State  1794  Dollar 


1794  The  first  silver  dollar  minted  by  the  United  States.  MS-63,  Brilliant 
Uncirculated,  choice  full  original  mint  lustre,  mint  abrasion  at  the 
third  star,  otherwise  pristine.  One  of  the  later  strikings  from  these 
dies  showing  the  heavy  clash  marks  on  both  sides.  With 
characteristic  weakness  on  both  sides  at  left,  from  being  struck  with 
dies  out  of  perfect  vertical  alignment.  Originally  obtained  from  B 
Max  Mehl  by  F.C.C.  Boyd,  probably  during  the  1930s.  Acquired  by 
the  Numismatic  Gallery  as  part  of  the  vast  Boyd  holdings  and  sold 
to  a  private  collector  via  Stack's  (Fixed  Price  List  No.  47,  1950  at 
$1595  00);  later  to  B  M.  Eubanks,  and  sold  at  Public  Auction  by 
Quality  Sales  (Kreisberg/Cohen)  on  Sept  10-12,  1973,  Lot  464  at 
$51,000  Tied  with  about  four  other  Mint  State  examples  for  finest 
known.  The  most  superb  specimen  of  this  rarity  to  pass  through  our 
hands  since  we  sold  one  of  the  Lord  St.  Oswald  pieces  several  years 
ago.  A  classic  rarity  in  the  truest  sense  of  the  word,  with  far  more 
aesthetic  and  historical  value  than  the  1804  dollar  (which  brought 
$400,000  at  the  Garrett  sale),  or  many  other  six-figure  coins.  Here  is  a 
treasure  to  be  put  away  by  the  sophisticated  collector  of  early 
American  classics,  or  for  the  far-sighted  investor  interested  in  the 
solid  long-term  financial  appreciation  that  this  coin  will  undoubted¬ 
ly  provide.  295,000  00 

Historical  and  Technical  notes:  All  1794  dollars  were  struck  from  a 
single  pair  of  dies  made  by  Mint  Engraver  Robert  Scot  before 
September,  1794.  A  trial  impression  in  copper  was  made  by  Scot  in 
the  last  week  of  September  before  the  stars  were  punched  into  the 
obverse  die.  This  is  the  former  )udd  specimen,  listed  as  1-18  and  still 
unique  (we  handled  it  at  auction  about  five  years  ago).  After  the 
obverse  stars  were  added  and  some  hair  detail  was  re-engraved 
another  copper  trial  was  taken;  this  is  the  unique  lettered  edge  piece 
listed  as  7-79,  ex  Virgil  Brand.  Evidently  this  last  copper  trial  was  made 
just  before  the  commencement  of  regular  coinage  on  October  15, 
1794.  According  to  Walter  Breen,  this  copper  piece  was  struck  as  a 
deliberate  Proof. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  silver  impressions  of  the  1794  dollar 
were  non-standard  coins.  The  original  standard  called  for  in  the  Mint 
Act  of  1792  was  a  silver-copper  ratio  of  179  parts  copper  to  1664  parts 
silver.  But  Mint  Director  David  Rittenhouse  thought  that  this  ratio 
was  outrageously  cumbersome,  and  had  the  1794  dollars  coined  at 
nine  parts  silver  to  one  part  copper,  which  raised  the  silver  content 
about  1  percent  from  the  371 'A  grains  specified  in  the  Mint  Act  to 
about  374  grains. 

Coinage  of  the  1794  silver  dollars  began  Oct.  15,  1794.  A  total  of 
1,758  pieces  were  struck  that  day  and  delivered  by  the  coiner.  Even 
though  no  more  silver  dollars  were  struck  until  the  spring  of  1 795,  the 
total  mintage  of  the  1794  dollar  is  uncertain  because  of  the  possibili¬ 
ty  that  more  1794  dated  dollars  could  have  been  included  in  the  next 
two  deliveries  of  May  6  and  May  16,  1795.  In  fact,  Robert  Hilt 
believes  this  to  be  the  case  and  has  presented  some  arguments  at¬ 
tempting  to  establish  that  3810  1794s  were  delivered  May  6  and  some 
1250  more  on  May  16  for  a  total  mintage  of  about  6770  coins.  Hilt's 
arguments,  while  interesting,  and  not  impossibly  correct,  are 
speculative.  Most  other  numismatic  authorities  put  the  entire  min¬ 
tage  of  the  1794  dollar  at  just  1758  pieces  (the  Oct.  15,  1 794  delivery). 

Soon  after  the  start  of  striking  on  Oct.  15,  the  two  dies  became 
misaligned  vertically  (i.e.  not  in  parallel  planes)  with  the  result  that 
nearly  all  1794  dollars  are  weak  at  the  left  side  of  both  obverse  and 
reverse,  with  the  date,  left  stars  and  parts  of  UNITED  STATES  very 
weak.  (Hilt's  arguments  that  these  weaknesses  were  caused  by  lapp¬ 


ing  the  dies  do  not  hold  water:  There  is  no  proof  like  surface  normally 
associated  with  die  polishing.  Further,  the  present  specimen  has  the 
weaknesses  but  still  shows  sharp  clash  marks.  Also  careful  examina¬ 
tion  will  show  that  the  weak  areas,  especially  the  stars,  are  not  reduc¬ 
ed  in  size,  but  simply  weakly  impressed.  On  a  lapped  die  there  is  a 
loss  of  metal  from  the  polishing  and  the  affected  areas  have  weak 
details  smaller  than  normal).  This  die  alignment  problem  was  worsen¬ 
ed  by  the  fact  that  the  coins  were  struck  on  a  small  press  meant  for 
cents  or  half  dollars,  but  one  that  could  not  generate  adequate 
pressure  to  fully  bring  up  design  details  on  a  coin  as  large  as  a  silver 
dollar.  Some  of  the  worst  struck  1794s  were  not  even  allowed  to 
leave  the  mint,  and  were  not  counted  among  the  1,758  pieces  struck 
Instead  they  were  evidently  used  "as  is"  for  planchets  on  1795  dollars 
(there  has  been  reported  a  1795  dollar  which  clearly  shows  the  1794 
undertype).  This  problem  was  recognized  as  serious,  and  it  resulted  in 
the  suspension  of  silver  dollar  coinage  until  a  more  powerful  press 
could  be  obtained. 

Due  to  some  excellent  research  in  the  National  Archives  by  Breen, 
Hilt,  and  Robert  lulian  it  is  possible  to  determine  the  sources  of 
silver  used  for  the  1794  dollars  and  to  whom  the  coined  dollars  were 
delivered.  The  Bank  of  Maryland  made  the  first  deposit  of  silver 
bullion  to  the  Mint  on  luly  18,  1794,  consisting  of  94,532  ounces  of 
French  ecus  and  minors.  However  the  1,758  silver  dollars  struck  on 
Oct.  15,  1794  were  paid  out  to  Rittenhouse,  whose  bullion  deposit 
came  after  that  of  the  Bank  of  Maryland,  moreover  the  coins  were 
almost  certainly  made  from  the  Bank's  silver  deposit.  Although  this  is 
in  direct  conflict  with  the  Mint  Act  of  1792  (which  states  that  each 
depositor  gets  back  his  own  silver  in  coin,  and  coins  are  paid  out  in 
the  order  in  which  deposits  are  received)  it  is  probable  that  there  was 
some  kind  of  agreement  between  Rittenhouse  and  the  Bank. 

The  1794  dollars  struck  on  Oct.  15  were  immediately  placed  into 
circulation,  apparently  in  the  New  England  area.  As  early  as 
December  2,  1794,  the  following  appeared  in  the  New  Hampshire 
Gazette.  "Some  of  the  dollars  now  coining  at  the  Mint  of  the  United 
States  have  found  their  way  to  this  town.  A  correspondent  put  one  in¬ 
to  the  editor's  hands  yesterday.  Its  weight  is  equal  to  a  Spanish  dollar, 
but  the  metal  appears  finer.  One  side  bears  a  head,  with  flowing 
tresses,  encircled  by  fifteen  stars,  and  has  the  word  LIBERTY  at  the 
top  and  the  date,  1794,  at  the  bottom.  On  the  reverse,  is  the  bald 
eagle,  enclosed  in  an  olive  branch,  round  which  are  the  words  "One 
Dollar  or  Unit,  Hundred  Cents."  The  tout  ensemble  has  a  pleasing  af¬ 
fect  to  the  connoisseur;  but  the  touches  of  the  graver  are  too 
delicate,  and  there  is  a  want  of  that  boldness  of  execution  which  is 
necessary  to  durability  and  currency."  This  writer's  remarks  were  pro¬ 
phetic;  in  early  1795  John  Smith  Gardener  was  hired  to  help  Scot,  and 
his  dies  are  instantly  recognized  by  their  boldness  of  execution,  for 
lack  of  a  better  phrase.  Late  in  the  1795,  the  flowing  hair  design  itself 
was  scrapped  in  favor  of  Gilbert  Stuart's  draped  bust  design. 

Estimates  on  the  total  surviving  population  of  1794  dollars  vary 
from  50  to  100  pieces,  the  latter  figure  probably  being  closer  to  the 
truth.  The  majority  grade  Very  Fine  or  lower.  There  are  at  least  six, 
possibly  seven  that  have  been  called  "Uncirculated";  plus  three  or 
four  others  that  could  be  fairly  called  "AU".  The  following  represent 
the  top  ones  known  to  us:

Note:  The  unique  set  in  gold  of  six  pieces  ($1,  $2Vi,  $3,  $5,  $70, 
$20),  the  set  owned  by  Woodin,  Boyd,  Farouk,  Wilkjson,  and  various 
dealers  since  1972,  was  auctioned  off  in  our  1981  ANA  sale ;  the  set 
reportedly  is  again  in  the  hands  of  the  consignor.

The  order  to  print 
these  notes  was  received  by  the  Bureau  in  June  of  1942 
and  they  were  delivered  almost  immediately  by  July  of 
the  same  year.  It  was  a  violation  of  the  law  in  these  ter¬ 
ritories  to  either  carry  or  circulate  standard  U.S.  curren¬ 
cy  after  August  15,  1942  without  a  special  government
